“It was therefore one of the first 
Points to be investigated at Pitts- 
burg.

An Ames dial, an instru- 
ment so constructed that movements 
as minute as 10-000 of am inch are 
detected, was fitted to a special iron 
bracket. Observations were carried 
on for a considerable period, the 
most important lones being obtained 


at the size of the slab movements, as 
this is mainly a function of the at- 
miospheric change in temperatute, but 
at the actual movement that took 
place in the concrete’ slabs. In one 
slab 110. feet lon, having several 
transverse cracks, the slab move- 
ment longitudinally might ‘be likened 
to ocean waves.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Legisla- 
tion to finance a soldier bonus out of 
taxes on the legalized sale and manu- 
facture of beer and light wines was 
declared today by Representative 
Mondell of Wyoming, Republican lead- 
er of the House, to be out of the 
question, “early or late, by thils Con- 
gress.” 

Letters, both favorable and wun- 
favorable, discussing a possible relax- 
ation jof the prohibition laws, to 
enable a tax on light wines and 
beer to be levied as a new source 
‘of revenue, were said by officials to 
be pouring inio the Treisur,. 

Some of these letters, officials 
said, came from high churchmen in 
various parts of the country, some 
taking the view that while the law 
should be strictly enforced as writ- 
ten, if such « change were made, it. 
might be for the better. 

While Secretary Melion is under- 
stood not to disfavor such a method 
of providing new revenue, it: was 
said, Mellon had made it plain that 
euch a suggestion was not a Treasury 
proposal. 

Estimates of the probable revenue 
return from such a source, it was 
said, thas disclosed that a total of 
approximately $500,000,000 could tbe 
obtained by the government yearly | 
from a tax upon the legalized sale | 
of wine and beer.
